PURPOSE:To enable a semiconductor chip of 
this design to be improved in reliability and 
easily manufactured by a method wherein the 
separated face and the cut ridge line of the 
semiconductor chip are beveled and the burrs 


and micro-cracks are removed by a sonic 
sifter. CONSTITUTION:Semiconductor chips 
1 , which are separated from a wafer by cutting 
and have been subjected to a cleaning 
process in which paste applied onto the rear of 
a semiconductor chip is removed, are fed to a 
first sifter 14, and when a sonic source is 
made to start operating, the semiconductor 
chips 1 are vibrated on the first sifter 14 by the 
vertical vibration of the sonic source and hit 
not only the sifter 14 but also each other. The 
separated planes, the cut edges, the burrs, 
and the micro-cracks of the semiconductor 
chips 1 are cut off and dropped down to a 
second sifter 15 which is located below the 
first sifter 14 and whose mesh size is smaller 
than that of the first sifter 14. By this setup, a 
semiconductor chip can be improved in 
reliability and easily manufactured.

Subject to the foregoing and to the penultimate paragraph of this letter*; ~we-advi§e 
you that for the period ending December 31, 2005, we were not, and since that date, we have noi\ 
been, engaged to give substantive attention to, or represent the Company in connection with, loss 
contingencies coming within the scope of clause (a) of Paragraph 5 of the ABA Statement of 
Policy Regarding Lawyers' Responses to Auditors' Requests for Information (December 1975) 
(the "ABA St atement"). 

Also, there are no matters specifically identified in the Company's letter and upon 
which comment has been specifically requested, as contemplated by clauses (b) and (c) of 
Paragraph 5 of the ABA Statement.
